D.C. CHAOS | One person killed, 
violence shuts down Congress

There was no parallel in modern U.S. histo- 
ry, with insurgents acting in the president’s 
name vandalizing Speaker Nancy Pelosi’s 
office, smashing windows, looting art and 
briefly taking control of the Senate chamber, 
where they took turns posing for photographs 
with fists up on the dais where Vice President 
Mike Pence had just presided. Outside the 
building, they erected a gallows, punctured
